While  there  are  a number  of  different  factors  that  are  essential  to  successful  poultry  culture,  not  one  of  them  is 
of  more  importance  than  the  feeding  of  the  fowls. 

A breeder  may  have  a flock  of  birds  from  one  of  the  best  strains  in  the  world,  but  unless  they  are  properly 
fed,  they  cannot  give  the  returns  that  they  would  in  response  to  proper  feeding  coupled  with  good  care.

HOW  TO  PLANT 


Gladioli  bulbs  do  best  in  loose,  friable  soil  to 
which  a little  well  rotted  manure  has  been 
added.  When  planted  for  mass  effects  the 
bulbs  should  be  from  2 to  4 inches  deep  and 
about  4 inches  apart,  and  when  in  rows  for 
cultivation  the  rows  should  be  about  18  inches 
apart  and  the  bulbs  about  4 inches  apart  in 
in  the  row.  A succession  of  bloom  can  be  had 
by  planting  at  different  times  during  the 
spring.  They  should  have  plenty  of  water 
just  as  they  start  to  bloom  as  this  will  increase 
the  size  of  the  flowers.  In  cutting  for  the 
house  it  is  best  to  cut  the  spike  when  one  or 
two  buds  have  opened.  The  remainder  will 
open  in  the  house.  Remove  the  faded  flow- 
ers, cut  a little  off  the  stem  and  change  the 
water  every  day ; treated  in  this  manner  a 
spike  will  last  for  a week  or  more.
